A few days after th e potato crop has 
been planted cultivation should begin. .Vi­ 
no tim e during the lib* of the crop ought 
the wee*Is to be allowed to gain a s ta rt, 
aud no crust m ust Im* perm itted to form 
upon the soil. The first few cultivation* 
should consist of running the drag h a r­ 
row over the surface, 
l i n s should first 
be lengthwise along th e rows and later 
across them before th** plants show them* 
selves. 
.Just as the sprouts are shooting 
tip through th e soil give t lichi another 
crosswise harrowing and when the plants 
are three or four inches high harrow 
them again with the rows. 
T he potato 
planted area should Im* gone over with a 
ha rrow or weeder .ai least four t ime 
fore the plants are large enough to c u lti­ 
vate. 
So im portant is this harrowing 
t h a t w her it is rightly followed the la- 
bonou* hand hoeing will Im* elim inated 
entirely, while the plant* will not Im* in ­ 
jured in the least, especially if the h a r ­ 
row teeth are slightly slanted backward. 
D uring the first m onth of growth the 
cultivation should be dom* with a spiked 
toot lieu cultivator, 
As the bude lM*gin to 
form on th** plants th e shovels should Im* 
placed upon the cultivators and a little 
soil th ro w n in alMiut the plants. 
Th** 
plow should never be ii-**»«I to hill the 
plants, IxN'ause it cut* the feeding roots 
and place* t<x> much soil over the devel­ 
oping tubers. 
The potato crop ought to 
be harrowed three or four tim es and cu l­ 
tivated five to seven times. The idea is 
to k**ep a tim* loose earth mulch about 
Hie plants at all tim es, even if it require# 
a dozen cultivations to do it. 
T he longer the p o tato vines arc kept 
growing th e larger will be the yield. 
To 
enable the vines to grow (rom the very 
tim** they appear above ground in th** 
spring un! it th** first fall host spraying 
tor the blights and R e tie s is necessary. 
I nsprayed potatm** seldom grow' lat**r 
th an the last of Ju ly , since the blights 
usually have killed th** vines by th a t 
time, 
It is impossible to secure large 
yields of tulM*r* if the plants are not 
sprayed persistently. 
From the tim e th** 
plant* are a few inches high until th** 
last of Ju ly the crop should be sprayed 
w ith Bordeaux m ixture to ward off the 
blights. 
A* th e tad a lo beetle becomes 
troublesom e paris green" should bemadded 
to the Bordeaux and both the blights and 
beetles m ust Im* fought with the sam e 
spray. 
From th re** to five ^pravings are 
nece-s;irv (luring th** period m entioned 
and these should Im* given at intervals of 
a Im ait three weeks. 
lf is impossible to raise even IOO b u sh ­ 
els of tubers per acre when spraying and 
persistent cultivation is not practiced. 
W ith continued cultivation ami tim ely 
spraying# however, JOO bushels of |k»- 
tattire is a possible® yield.- Indianapolis 
Yews.

Tile pain tableness of tin* pea­ 
nut has caused its spread, and it has 
b igJi_ coni rn eta owl r n Inc US g luxury and 
as a food. 
Originally the food value et 
til** “goober” wus know u chiefly to the 
slave denier, before the Civil war, but 
today it is celebrated not only' by the 
circus crowd and th e ate r gallery comple­ 
ment, but universally is a favorite nut. 
Its uses are m ultitudinous, anil tile cul­ 
ture of this crop m u m - 
11 a i n I-i I ii if re ­ 
turns to the grower. 
A bulletin of the departm ent of agri­ 
culture on “ P eanut C ulture” says, 
in 
piirt: “T he peanut is a native of Brazil, 
although authorities h a’ll* endeavored to 
trace its origin to the eastern hem is­ 
phere. 
It was known to planters of the 
old country at an early 
date, ion ing 
been used as a staple food on board the 
slave ships in tin* trade with America. 
It was introduced into N orth America 
soon after colonization, but it was not

portance as a com mercial crop.

carried to various p arts of the country

They fontal how good it a u ­ 
to eat aud took some home iii their pock 
et* and planted them on their own farm s,

tin* cultivation of 
peanuts 
began to spread, until today they are 
grown in nearly all of the southern states 
ami several of th** w estern sta tes.” 
“ P eanut oil ran k s next to olive oil as i 
a desirable oil for domestic Use.
